Following six years of friendly negotiation, based on mutual 


rights to water originating in and contained in the Puddingstone 
reservoir, a permit has been issued this week by the state division 
of water rights to the San Dimas Water company and to Henry 
Hay, the latter representing a group of Covina interests, by which 
12,500 acre feet of stored storm water is allocated to these interests. 
This decision resulted from the application to the state for filings 
on this surplus water because of the construction of the reservoir 
and the diversion dam and conduit from the San Dimas canyon. 


The San Dimas Water company/f- 


under an agreement with the Los An- 
geles flood control district, was en- 
titled to 2500 acre feet of water in 
exchange for the deeding of thirty 
acres of land to the district as a site 
for Puddingstone reservoir. Banch- 
ers belonging to the mutual water 
companies and also.pumping private- 
ly-owned wells in the wash land be- 
low Puddingstone reservoir were also 
entitled to water from the reservoir 
because of the fact that the reservoir 
would deplete the underground sup- 
ply for their pumps.

More than any one man he 
is declared to be responsible for the 
remarkable improvements that have 
been made in deep-well turbines dur- 
ing the past fifteen years, of a na- 
ture that have revolutionized not 
only the well machinery business, 
but have had a marked effect on the 
entire trend of agriculture and fruit 
raising.

Wintroath. Water is raised econom- 
ically from depths that a few years 
ago .were considered to be prohibi-

Possible solution of the

transit problem of large cities is seen 
in ay moving sidewalk, built on the 
principle of a belt conveyor, said to 
be capable of carrying 70,000 per- 
sons past a given point every hour 
at a speed of from twenty to twenty- 
five miles an hour. The sidewalk, 
either subway or elevated, makes no 
stops, but 
enables passengers to 


alight with ease, says Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. It is the inven- 
tion of a Detroit man, and a model 
of the system is now in operation.

Beauty and Sentiment Factors 


in San Gabriel Valley Progress 


By HENEY L. MARSHALL in San Gabriel Valley Kgest 


Living in, writing about, studying, 


promoting and enjoying the San Ga- 
briel valley for more than twenty 
years, I have come to the conclusion 
that men and women come here, and 
stay hero for one reason alone, and 
that is because it is a very pleasant 
place in which to live. 


One might expect something more 


brilliant, more startling and novel as 
a deduction than this trite state- 
ment. Yet, there is no other analy- 
sis that fits it—this San Gabriel 
-valley of year-long sunshine, gentle 
breezes, warm days and cool nights— 
mountains, thousands of acres of 
orange orchards, clean villages and 
cities for white people, leisure to 
spend on the boulevards, in the can- 
yons, at the beach, and security 
guaranteed by a government of liv- 
eity-loving, law-abiding people. 


These thousands that have trans- 


formed this valley from a desert to 
a garden over the southern Califor- 
nia cbastal plain—from every walk 
of life and from every state in the 
Union, Canada, and the continent— 
they are not here because of factor- 
ies, altho we have them. Pittsburg 
and Cleveland and Detroit and Bos- 
ton have factories. 
They are not 


here because they have been pro- 
foundly impressed by the size of the 
buildings in Los Angeles, and they 
have some big ones there. But New 
York has bigger ones. And Chicago, 
and Atlanta, and St. Louis. They are 
not here, and remaining here, be- 
cause of our splendid road and bou- 
levard systems. We have much the 
better of any state in the Union in 
the fact that our boulevards are us- 
able and delightful the year around, 
but fine roads are no longer a nov- 
elty in America, and one can easily 
get the ego taken out of the Ameri- 
can mind concerning roads by spend- 
ing a few months in the Italian Ri- 
viera, or in England, or Germany. 


WHY ARE THEY HEREt 


These people are not here because 


of our splendid schools, equipped and 
maintained at the highest state of 
school development in the United 
States. In spite of our enormous out- 
lay in school equipment, the average 
American boy and girl reaches the 
same condition of educational devel- 
opment in any state in the Union, 
based on the actual desire to learn 
and to apply learning. 


They are not here because the 


opportunity to make a fortune is 
any better than elsewhere in the 
United States. For this, again, is a 
personal and individual problem. 
One will pile up riches here, and 
another will just make a living, as is 
the case everywhere. Opportunity is 
a matter of mind and heart—the 
will to win. It has no locale. It does 
not need aiiy particular kind of set- 
ting. 


They are here, and they stay here, 


in the San Gabriel valley because 
all things are possible of achieve- 
ment here that are possible else- 
where, and added to this is the fact 
that it is a fine place in which to 
live. One can dream here, and do 
nothing, if that 'a the desire No bet- 
ter place in all the world wherein to 
do nothing than in southern Califor- 
nia, in the San Gabriel valley; and 
one can get out and hit the ball for 
riches, or for personal recognition, 
or for pride, or to help in improving 
the country. Whatever the activity, 
cr lack of it, the sunshine is the 
same; the warm rains come in the 
winter; the mountains are purple at 
night-fall; the sea conies in warm 


and lazy over hundreds of miles of 
gleaming strand; the moonlight is 
silver over and thru the foliage of 
the orange groves; the mockingbird 
pours out his ecstatic approval of 
everything in general in the hush 
.and cool of the night; the boule- 
vards hum with traffic; from the 
foothill elevations the electrically- 
lighted little cities blaze forth like 
scattered necklaces of pearls—and it 
gets them—intangible beauty, invi- 
tation to peace—and they remain 
here, and beckon to others afar to 
come and do likewise. 


SOAP VERSUS ROSES 


I have seen many futOe attempts 


made by organizations su'flh as cham- 
bers of commerce to publicize the 
San Gabriel valley, and have perpe- 
trated some of these attempts my- 
self. But I have always fought, some- 
times successfully, against including 
a picture of the local soap factory in 
the booster booklet. I have felt that 
somehow, the picture 'of the soap fac- 
tory would not bo convincing to a 
man in Pittsburg who eats smoke 
and denies himself sunshine because 
of the towering brick cathedrals of 
•commerce and fabrication. 


The ten thousand dollar library, 


I have thot, while something of 
which to bo proud as a beginning, is 
of little appeal to those who dwell 
within the shadow of great libraries 
famed the world around. And the 
fact, even so, that we make millions 
of automobile tires here, very import- 
ant from the standpoint of payrolls, 
must leave the man qf Michigan cold, 
for he knows that tires must be 
made somewhere. 


People come to the San Gabriel 


valley because they have been told 
that roses bloom at Christmas by 
the doorway of the little bungalow, 
a bungalow in which a friend lives, 
a friend who escaped froA the rig- 
ors of eastern and middle western 
climate and insists upon sending back 
these preposterous stories about the 
climate. People come to investigate 
—many come to scoff, and remain to 
play, and to work, and to rejuvenate 
the body and the soul. 


One flaming poinsettia bush, at 


this time of the year early in Decem- 
ber, half framing a window, flaunt- 
ing its beauty to the passersby, is a 
•more powerful agent of publicity 
than all the written words ever put 
on paper. One glimpse of an orange 
grove bordered by the purple boug- 
anvillia is of greater pulling power 
than any trained missionary that we 
might send tack to the cold, but 
effete east. People are here because 
they like it. Most people can make 
a living anywhere. Some will get 
rich anywhere. Some will read books 
and study and prepare and become 
great anywhere. 


EVERYTHING, AND MORE 


But in southern California—in the 


valley of the San Gabriel river, one 
can have everything that the world 
offers elsewhere, and have it under 
friendly skies, with the year-around 
incense of growing and blooming 
gardens. That's why they are here, 
and why they are coming. 


Tell them about the climate—for- 


get the soap factory, the cement 
plant, and even the San Gabriel dam 
and the Colorado river project. Keep 
telling them about the roses at 
Christmas, and the day will surely 
come when the southern California 
coastal plain from Santa Barbara to 
San Diego will be another and nore 
gigantic Eiviera—the playground of 
the world.

W. C. T. U. Units 
Plan Celebration 


The following announcement is by 


Mrs. Ella A. Boole, president of the 
national Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union: 


"January W, 1930, wil! mark the 


tenth anniversary of the eighteenth 
amendment and the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union will celebrate 
the birthday in ten thousand local 
unions. We have been preparing 
these celebratioas for months. They 
will be religious in character; they 
will emphasize the great economic 
and social benefits which have come 
to the United States under prohibi- 
tion even with imperfect enforce- 
ment; our speakers everywhere will 
appeal to the public for personal ob- 
servance of the law. Church bells 
will be rung for ten minutes at noon 
and in many places the story of the 
inception, development and final pro- 
hibition victory will be told in pa- 
geant form. 


"Speakers at the celebrations will 


point out that 'it takes two to make 
a bootlegger,' and that the crime 
nnd graft laid at the door of prohibi- 
tion is financed by the 'otherwise 
law abiding citizen' who bribes a 
criminal bootlegger to violate the 
law. The great financial prize for 
which the gangsters and the gunmen 
fight is the money of the drinker. 
'' We will accentuate the ten great 


benefits which the nation has ex- 
perienced under prohibition. These 
are no more open saloons, less drunk- 
enness, leas vice, greater wealth, less 
poverty, happier homes, more homes, 
better children, better health, hap- 
pier United States. 


"We emphasize these points be- 


cause most economists and sociologi- 
cal workers agree on them and the 
opponents of prohibition have never 
denied them. 


"We will also point out that in 


ten years no opponent of prohibition 
haa proposed a better 
method of 


dealing with the liquor problem. The 
only suggestion hinted at is the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment 
and the adoption of the Canadian 
plan of governmental sale, either of 
which would reestablish the liquor 
business. This is a futile proposal, 
but the propaganda with it has its 
effect in supporting sentiment for 
law violation."

, Our Adhesion to World 


Court Again Up to 


Senate. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 
S 


O FAR as the administration 


can go with it, the United 


States has now adhered to the 
World court. 
Under instructions 


from President Hoover and Secre- 
tary of State Stimson, the Ameri- 
can charge d'affaires at 
Berne, 


Switzerland, Jay Pierrepont Moffat, 
signed all the protocols involved in 
America's entry into the tribunal. 
Albania,* Abyssinia and Lithuania 
have yet to sign the Root protocol, 
and then, at what he deems a pro- 
pitious time, Mr. Hoover will send 
to the senate the revised protocol 
of adherence and ask its approval. 


The President's action followed 


the receipt of a note from Secre- 
tary Stimson analyzing the situa- 
tion and urging acceptance of the 
new protocol. Mr. Stimson holds 
that the amendments to the court 
statute safeguard the rights of the 
United States and sufficiently meet 
the 
objections 
and reservations 


~ 


"The amendments," he says, "are 


shown to be general in character, 
so as to include all nations; they 
also show that the reason why it 
Is proposed to assimilate the pro- 
cedure on advisory opinions to the 
procedure on contentious cases is 
the fundamental reason that unless 
both parties to a dispute are pres- 
ent and heard the opinion will not 
carry any weight. 
The report, 


therefore, makes it clear beyond 
peradventure that the consent of 
the .disputant nations is required 
in every case as a precondition to 
the granting of an advisory opinion 
Involving any dispute. 


"By this ruling and amendment 


another fear as to advisory opin- 
ions is removed. 
If the 
United 


States is involved in any dispute 
or controversy, to whatever degree, 
with another country, that matter 
cannot be brought before the World 
court without the consent of the 
United States, even for the purpose 
of obtaining an advisory opinion." 


In conclusion the secretary of 


state cijys: "Is there any reason 
why, 
on euch terms, our govern- 


ment should not join in the sup- 
port, moral and financial of such a 
court, or why it should not lend 
Its efforts toward the selection of 
judges who will act in tills great 
work in accordance with the noble 
traditions of the American judi- 
ciary? Or why our government's 
great power should not be placed 
in a position where it can influence 
for good or check against evil in 
the 
future 
development 
of 
the 


court's charter and work? I think 
not." 


That there will be a warm fight 


in the senate over ratification of 
the protocol is certain. The oppo- 
sition iisserts that, by the schem- 
ing of the British government, the 
fifth and "most important" reser- 
vation of the sennte has been nul- 
lified. 
Under this reservation it 


would be impossible for Great Brit- 
ain and other European powers 
operating through the League of 
Nations to invoke the aid of the 
court In furthering their designs 
on the United States with respect 
to war debts, restriction of immi- 
gration and numerous other con- 
flicts of interest between the Old 
and the New worlds.

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Dry Years and Flood Years— 


Over a period of fifty-two years, seven million acre feet 


of flood water left the San Gabriel canyon. This averaged 
136,000 acre feet per year, but there were some years when 
the'discharge was as low as 9630 acre feet (1898-99); and 
14,075 acre feet (1876-77). These figures are from the meas- 
urements taken annually at the United States geological sur- 
vey gauges near the mouth of the canyon, and by the state 
department. 


Some of .these figures are interesting in connection with 


a great deal of conjecture and guessing concerning the pres- 
ent cycle of dry weather. The figures above show conditions 
before this valley was settled to any .considerable extent. 
Stock died for lack of water and feed during those years, and 
scattered settlers moved out. There was no such thing as a 
water lifting device, and only a few artesian wells in the 
southern California coastal plain, these generally failing in 
the dry years. 


The rainfall measurements over the coastal plain often 


tell a different story from that of the discharge from a canyon 
connected with high mountain ranges. Little rainfall in the 
valley may occur, while at the same time the canyon dis- 
charge may be considerable, owing to very heavy snowfall 
in the upper mountain reaches. Heavy rainfall and heavy 
snowfall generally come the same yeaf, however. There have 
been years of plenty of rain and a subnormal snowfall, and 
the opposite. 


Canyon discharge measurements over long periods do 


not bear out the oft-repeated statement that wet and dry 
years come in what can be termed cycles. Very low points 
are often followed by high points, but the following year 


, 
may see another low point. The year of 1877-78, following 
the year when a very low point was reached, brot a flood 
year, with 235,672 acre feet leaving the canyon, but the fol- 
lowing year it dropped to 54,981 acre feet. 


Again, in 1879-80, it went up to 213,679 acre feet dis- 


charge. And in 1880-81, it dropped to 76,710" acre feet dis- 
charge, followed in 1881-82 by 44,777 acre feet discharge, 
and in 1882-83 the discharge was 63,338 acre feet. 
; 


Then came the greatest flood year that has ever been 


recorded—that of 1*883-84—when 486,826 acre feet left the 
canyon.. The entire lower coastal plain below the Narrows, 
and to the ocean, was that year a lake for several weeks, and 
water backed up in the upper valley, so that the areas now 
known as Walnut, Rowland, Puente and Bassett, and lower 
El Monte formed a lake region. All movement in and out 
was suspended for three weeks, and a large amount of live- 
stock was lost. 


In 1884-85, the discharge dropped to 32,197 acre feet, 


and was followed in 1885-86 by 259,951 acre feet discharge, 
dropping again in 1886-87 to 89,817 acre feet discharge, and 
in 1887-88 to 87,442 acre feet discharge. Less than 90,000 
acre feet was discharged each year for the next two years, 
when it again went to over 400,000 acre feet in 1889-90. 


But the same valley flood conditions do not follow as a 


matter of course in the heaviest canyon discharges, as condi- 
tions in the valley determine the amount of run-off. Some 
flood years have been distributed over a number of months 
of precipitation, allowing for percolation and for separate 
storm run-off, while other flood years have caused damage 
by almost continuous raining over a number of weeks, accom- 
panied by warm weather in the upper mountains that caused 
the precipitation to fall at the higher points in the form of 
rain, or caused the snow to melt rapidly. 


We experienced a discharge in 1921-22 of 410,000 acre 


feet, but while it was a disastrous flood year, it was not as 
heavy as in 1883-84, altho property damage was, of course, 
many hundreds of times greater, owing to the difference be- 
tween unpopulated and unimproved area and a highly im- 
proved and populated area. The following year, 1922-23, pro- 
duced only 72,000 acre feet. The 1913-14 flood, which many 
remember as perhaps the most disastrous from the standpoint 
of property damage, reached a discharge of 296,000 acre feet 
from the canyon, which, compared with some of the other 
high figures, is considerably less in volume, but conditions 
were unfavorable for percolation and run-off. 


There have been years also, during the last fifty years, 


-when rain and snowfall did not begin until very late in the 
season, and a very heavy seasonal discharge from the canyon 
' was experienced. The ideal condition may be said to be that 


of a cold upper strata that puts the precipitation on the moun- 
tains in the form of snow and keeps it there until spring and 
summer, while at the same time, the lower strata allows a 
precipitation of rain over the coastal plain area. This gives 
moisture for immediate use of the valleys in the form of rain, 
and later replenishes the subterranean supply by slow per- 
colation from the snow-fed canyon streams. 


About the only analysis that can safely be made of the 


present situation is that the heavy precipitation of rain and 
snow is long overdue. The records do not show any period 
of low discharge lasting for as many continuous years as has 
taken place in the last five years. Unless something has hap- 
pened to change meteorological conditions altogether, there 
will be more flopd years. That it may come before this sea- 
son is over is merely a guess made on the premise, as-said 
before, that it is long overdue, and that dry cycles do not 
last always. 


If any such rainfall and canyon discharge as occurred in 


1883-84 is experienced at any time in the future (as, of 
course, is possible) there will be an immense area of the 
coastal plain, now very thickly populated and improved, 
which will be temporarily under water. This does not neces- 
sarily mean that there will be loss of human life, as the floods 
rise with comparative deliberation, and if not accompanied 
by cloudbursts and extraordinary flash floods, will make 
possible the gradual abandonment of threatened areas. But 
there can be no doubt that such a flood will be accompanied 
by a very great loss of property improvements in some areas 
of the coastal plain.

UNCLE TOM" SMITH WRITES 


OF HISTORIC DRY SEASONS 


"I am positive that there have 


lover been two seasons alike in the 
ifty-one years that I have been in 
Los Angeles county. I read of a 
lood that came in 1861 and 1862. 
It started Christmas, 1861, and kept 
ip until January 17, 1862, with no 
ntermission—and the last day was 
the worst. 


:'The first flood that I know about 


started January 25, 1874. The win- 
ter of 1878 was a ;very dry one; not 
over two and pno-half inches fell the 
whole season.. 1879 and 1880 were 
better, but 'in. 1883 we had very 
ittle rain in November, then ho more 
until January 25, 1884. This re- 
minds me of (to me a very amusing) 
incident: I was working at my trade 
my shop being where J. H. Quick's 
residence is now, before the rair 
started just a few days after new 
moon. Samuel Hughes came to have 
a patch put on his boot, and said, 
'Smith, this is going to be the dry 
est season we .eycr had.' I asked 
him why he thot so. 'Why," said 
he. 'just look at that moon; it has 
poured all the water out; see, it sets 
on end.' Well, I knew it would do 
no good to tell Mr. Hughes that al 
December new moons set the same 
way and have done so since the new 
moon was made. Well, in abou 
three week* it began to rain, on Fri 
day, January 25, and it continued to 
nun for three weeks, with not mor 
than an hour's intermission at 
i 


time. Then it quit and did not rain 
a drop for two weeks, and at the 
end of two weeks it began to rain 
and rained for another three weeks 
harder than tho first three weeks we 
had. 


"There was a flood, however, tha_ 


came in 1807, which caused the San 
Gabriel river to form a new channel 
thus placing El Monte on an island 
Of this flood I know nothing. I 
came eleven years before my arriva 
in Lo.s Angeles countv. 


"T notice that someone has pass 


ed an opinion on the prospect fo 
rain, saying that because the warm 
current which strikes the westeri 
coast of North America about the 
Aleutian islands and follows th 
coast south has reached San Diego 
we will be very short of rain thi 
season. For that person's benefit ! 
will say that the records show tha 
every time we have a flood or rain1 
season that same stream has followed 
the coast to the Mexican border, anc 
in 1884 it went to the south end of 
Lower California. 


"I have paid close attention to all 


the weather prognostications for 51 
years, both official and others, and 
find this to be a fact: they don't 
know anything about it, and where 
they hit it one time they miss it 
twenty, and the man who has been 
in California one day knows as much 
about when it is going to rain as the 
sun-set prophet or the moon-on-end 
prophet, or anyone else. 


"One thing is certain: If certain 


conditions in nature take place we 
have rain, and if they fail, then it 
won 't rain. And if it rains a flood 
you can't stop it, nor can you bring 
it. Wo are- here now, and moon or no 
moon, suimpot or no sunspot, if con- 
ditions are right we will have an 
abundance of rain, and if those con- 
ditions do not show up we will not 


ave rain—and this thing of moon, 
unspots, animal light or heavy fur, 
r woodrats building their nests 
igh, or squirrels laying in an extra 
upply of food, is in my mind noth- 
ng short of nonsense. Seasons may 
ome and seasons may go, but this 
ild earth will go on forever, rain or 
10 rain.
